In regard to applicant's arguments of the 1 03 rejections over the combination of Hardy and Howes, it is the examiner's opinion 
that the combination of Hardy and Howes teaches every limitation of the rejected claims as presently claimed, and that it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to combine the workflow method of Hardy with the process of Howes, 
so that the user would have the benefit of simplified workflow processing and control over user roles. 

In response to applicant's argument regarding the 1 12 enablement rejection of dependent claim 38, where applicant points out 
the cited portion of the Specification (p. 47, 1. 17-19), it is respectfully noted that the cited portion of the specification may possibly be 
enabling, however an official determination on this rejection cannot be rendered by the Office while prosecution is closed. 

Regarding applicant's argument on the lack of an art rejection for dependent claim 38, it is respectfully noted that allowability was 
not explicitly indicated for claim 38 in the final Office Action. However, it Is certain that at the time of the final action, the cited art of record, 
namely the combination of Hardy and Howes, did not explicitly teach the limitations of claim 38. 

For these reasons, the request for reconsideration does not place the application in condition for allowance. 
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
